Because of their isolation and in- 
ability to communicate, many deaf 
people have serious personality disor- 
ders. This documentary, made in 
England, depicts a special unit for 
mental patients with hearing impair- 
ment. Assessment of their problems is 
difficult—as is therapy—but all staff 
members of this special unit had been 
trained to use sign language. Group 
therapy and activities appear to be the 
most beneficial modes of treatment. 

This facility appears to be only one 
in England psychiatrically serving 
people with hearing handicaps. How- 
ever, the film makes the point that the 
deaf have a right to the same psy- 
chiatric care as hearing people. The 
film is suitable for use with the lay 
public, but it could also be used with 
staffs of mental health treatment 
facilities, especially those considering 
the addition of such special services.
